Police chief wants Edmonton 
to be the safest city in Canada

Edmonton’s pohce chief has 
ambitious plans for his force. 

“Our goal is to make Ed¬ 
monton the safest city in Can¬ 
ada,” Rod Knecht said in a year- 
end interview with Metro. 

Despite a rise in domes¬ 
tic violence over the past six 
months, and even though Ed¬ 
monton was labehed Canada’s 
murder capital in 2011, Knecht 
said he wants to up the game of 
the Edmonton Police Service. 

It’s a goal he admits will be 
a challenge. 

“That’s a lofty goal,” he 
said. “That’s a real challenging 
goal given the fact that we’re 
sort of at the epicentre of eco¬ 
nomic activity and we have a 
huge transient population that 
moves through Edmonton.” 

To help make Edmonton 
Canada’s safest city, Knecht has 
a number of initiatives planned 
for 2013. They include creating

a more open and transparent 
pohce force and establishing 
an assessment centre for Ed¬ 
monton’s homeless, addicted 
and mentally ill. 

He said the pohce service 
also must focus on violent 
crimes, assaults and domestic 
violence. 

“Our homicides are down, 
our other violent crime is 
down, but the two areas 
where violent crimes are up 
are assaults and sexual as¬ 
saults,” he said. 

Knecht defines a safe city as 
one where crime and violence 
are down and people, families 
and businesses are welcomed. 

“If people view this city as a 
safe city, they’ll want to come 
here and want to do business 
here and raise families here,” 
he said. 

“It’s important for us, as 
the pohce in partnership with 
the community, to make this a 
safe city.”

Gallery 
looks for 
long-term 
funding 

The Art Gallery of Alberta 
got the funding it was look¬ 
ing for in the recent Edmon¬ 
ton budget, but a long-term 
plan for funding the gallery 
appears far off. 

Edmonton city council¬ 
lors approved $500,000 in 
funding the gallery was 
seeking, but they also called 
for the money to be subject 
to a report on the long¬ 
term plan for the gallery’s 
finances. 

Gallery executive director 
Catherine Crowston said she 
welcomes the notion of cre¬ 
ating a long-term financial 
plan. 

She said operating the 
building is costing the 
gallery more than they 
envisioned. 

“We had an expectation 
of what our operational 
costs would be and the real¬ 
ity is that the costs are high¬ 
er than we had projected at 
the time,” she said. 

City councillors during 
the budget debate suggested 
the province should step up 
its support to the gallery, 
but a spokesperson for the 
culture minister said it is 
unlikely that will be coming 
forward. 

“At this point we are not 
looking at providing them 
any more binding,” said 
Kathleen Range.

Mayor Stephen 
Mandel argues 
cities need more 
support from other 
governments

Mayor Stephen Mandel says 
the provincial and federal 
government have to realize 
the importance cities play, 
and fund them accordingly. 

Mandel made the com¬ 
ments in a year-end interview 
after a lengthy city budget 


process, where he repeat¬ 
edly emphasized the need for 
more revenue from those gov¬ 
ernments. 

“The country isn’t going to 
function as well as it should 
without understanding the 
role cities play and the role 
they can play, and the sup¬ 
port they need to do that,” he 
said. 

Mandel said both levels 
of government have been 
supportive in helping the 
city build the infrastructure 
it needs, but now they need 
money to run those recrea¬ 
tions centres, police stations 
and fire halls. 

“Just building capital pro¬ 
jects is great. It makes them 
look good and it makes us

look good, but it doesn’t 
sustain the cities in the long 
term.” 

Mandel said he is con¬ 
cerned about the cost of the 
provincially run remand cen¬ 
tre moving to the outskirts of 
the city and the costs to city 
police when new federal pris¬ 
ons open here. 

The fix is about more than 
just money, Mandel argued. 
He said it is time to recognize 


the role cities are playing and 
treating them accordingly. 

“It’s about not wanting 
to give up that parent-child 
relationship; they might not 
want to give up that control 
or authority over us,” he said. 

Mandel said he hopes 
urban issues get more atten¬ 
tion. He said in the last elec¬ 
tion every party had a civic 
agenda, but it never became 
the centre of debate. 

“Each party put a program 
forward for municipalities, 
but for some reason we are 
not a salient issue,” he said. 

Mandel has not said if he 
will run in the 2013 civic elec¬ 
tion, which will elect council¬ 
lors and mayors to four-year 
terms for the first time.

Police Chief Knecht reflects 
on the HUB Mall tragedy 


Three dead, one 
injured. Edmonton

The first time Edmonton’s 
Police Chief set foot in HUB 
Mall was on June 15, 2012. 

Just hours after three 
G4S employees were shot to 


death and one was left ser¬ 
iously injured, Police Chief 
Rod Knecht visited the scene 
so he could understand the 
logistics his team was deal¬ 
ing with. 

A fifth guard, Travis 
Baumgartner, was later ar¬ 
rested and has been charged 
with three counts of first- 
degree murder, one count 
of attempted murder and 
four counts of robbery with 
a firearm. 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro Thursday, Knecht 
reflected on the tragic day. 

In the early morning of 
June 15, Knecht was advised 
of a robbery at the Univer-

sity of Alberta. 

He showered and headed 
out the door, and when he 
arrived at the office he was 
informed that three people 
were dead and a fourth had 
been taken to the hospital in 
“very critical condition.” 

As the day went on, 
Knecht was impressed by 
the dedication, profession¬ 


alism and hard work of of¬ 
ficers. 

“Everything was being 
covered off,” Knecht said. 

“We had a Canada-wide 
alert out there, we had a 
licence number for the sus¬ 
pect vehicle. There was ac¬ 
tually three crime scenes: 
there was the HUB Mall, 
there was the area outside, 
then there was the area 
where the truck was back at 
G4S.” 

Officers worked into the 
night, and on Saturday June 
16, a police helicopter and 
an RCMP helicopter scoured 
the city and rural areas for 
the suspect’s vehicle. 


In the afternoon of June 
16, Baumgartner was located 
at a border crossing in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and a team of 
five Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice officers were sent west. 

The Police Chief was also 
tasked with meeting the dev¬ 
astated families of Michelle 
Shegelslci, Brian Ilesic and 
Eddie Rejano and injured 
guard Matthew Schuman. 

“All those families are 
like any of our families,” 
Knecht said. 

“They’re just normal 
people living normal lives, 
and all of a sudden this hor¬ 
rendous tragedy enters into 
their lives.” 


Catholic bishop 
beats charity 
in court fight 

Roman Catholic Bishop 
Fred Henry of Calgary has 
won a court battle with 
a charity that helps the 
poor in southern Alberta. 

The dispute was over 
the ownership of two 
buildings and land in 
Lethbridge. 

Henry had argued 
that under the church’s 
canon law, the Catholic 
Charities Clothes Bank of 
Lethbridge falls under his 
authority. 

Earlier this year, a 
judge disagreed and or¬ 
dered the Calgary Diocese 
to transfer the titles of the 
properties to the Leth¬ 
bridge charity. 

The Alberta Court of 
Appeal has overturned 
that ruling, citing legal 
and factual errors.

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The best defence... 
Teachers at Texas school 
to carry firearms 


In the tiny Texas town of Har- 
rold, children and their parents 
don’t give much thought to 
safety at the community’s lone 
school — mostly because some 
of the teachers are carrying 
concealed weapons. 

The nearest sheriff’s office 
is 30 minutes away, and people 
tend to know — and trust — 
one another. So the school 
board voted to let teachers 
bring guns to school. 

“We don’t have money for a 
security guard, but this is a bet¬ 
ter solution,” superintendent 
David Thweatt said. “A shooter 
could take out a guard or of¬ 
ficer with a visible, holstered 
weapon, but our teachers have 
master’s degrees, are older and 
have had extensive training. 
And their guns are hidden. We 
can protect our children.” 

In the awful aftermath of 
last week’s Connecticut ele- 
mentaiy school shooting, law¬ 
makers in a growing number of 
states — including Oklahoma, 
Missouri, Minnesota, South 
Dakota and Oregon — have 
said they will consider laws al¬ 
lowing teachers and school ad¬ 
ministrators to carry firearms

Texas law bans guns in 
schools unless the school has 
given written authorization. 
Arizona and six other states 
have similar laws with excep¬ 
tions for people who have 
licenses to cany concealed 
weapons. 

Harrold’s school board 
voted unanimously in 2007 
to allow employees to carry 
weapons. After obtaining a 
state concealed-weapons per¬ 
mit, each employee who wants 
to carry a weapon must be ap¬ 
proved by the board based on 
his or her personality and reac¬ 
tion to a crisis, Thweatt said. 

Employees also must under¬ 
go training in crisis interven¬ 
tion and hostage situations.

NRA to comment 
on gun violence 

Now that President Barack

A teacher who authorities 
said died tiying to protect her 
students in the Connecticut 
school shooting that left 28 
people dead was laid to rest 
Thursday. 

Anne Marie Murphy, 52, 
was remembered as a teacher 
who “brought together a com¬ 
munity, a nation, a world, 
now awed by her own life and 
death,” in a eulogy by Timothy 
Dolan, Archbishop of New 
York. 

Murphy’s father, Hugh Mc¬ 
Gowan, said authorities told 
him that she died tiying to

protect her young pupils. Her 
body was found covering a 
group of children’s bodies as if 
to shield them, McGowan said. 

About 15 people arrived 
at St. Maiy of the Assump¬ 
tion Church in Katonah, N.Y., 
in a yellow school bus with 
“Newtown,” the name of the 
Connecticut town where the 
shooting occurred, written on 
its side. The church quickly 
filled and about 100 mourners 
waited outside. 

A Justice Department of¬ 
ficial said the countiy’s top 
lawyer, Attorney General Eric 
Holder, would visit the town 
Thursday to meet privately 
with first responders and law- 
enforcement officials. 

At least nine funerals and 
wakes were held Wednes¬ 
day for those who died when 
20-year-old gunman Adam 
Lanza, armed with a militaiy- 
style assault rifle, broke into 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
School and opened fire. He 
lulled six adults and 20 chil¬ 
dren, all of them six or seven 
years old. 

More tributes were sched¬ 
uled for Friday and Saturday.

Volunteer veteran stands guard at California school 


A Marine veteran of Iraq and 
Afghanistan took up self-im¬ 
posed duty in front of a cen¬ 
tral California elementary 
school in the wake of the 
Connecticut shooting. 

Hughson Elementary 
School Principal Laura Fong 
said Sgt. Craig Pusley stood 
all day Wednesday in fa¬ 
tigues in front of the flag 
pole at the school just south¬ 


east of Modesto. He was not 
armed. 

Pusley, who served two 
tours in Iraq and one in Af¬ 
ghanistan before leaving 
active duty last year, told 
Fong that “he wanted to 
make the kids feel safe in 
light of what happened at 
Sandy Hook Elementary,” 
the principal said. 

The veteran Marine ar¬ 


rived at the K-3 school a 
little before 7:30 am, Fong 
said, and asked permission 
to stand guard. He stood in 
front of the flag pole until 
2:30 p.m., she said, without 
taking any breaks. 

Sgt. Pusley is a father of a 
three-year-old and his wife is 
expecting another child. He 
told the Modesto Bee that he 
decided to take action after 


reading a Faceboolc post ur¬ 
ging soldiers to be posted at 
every school in the wake of 
last week’s tragic shooting 
in Connecticut. 

“When I enlisted, I swore 
to defend this country from 
all enemies, foreign and do¬ 
mestic,” Sgt. Pusley said. “I 
just want to be sure all these 
kids go home safe for Christ¬ 
mas.”

Genital mutilation 


UN calls for ban 
on female 
circumcision 

The UN General Assembly 
unanimously approved 
a resolution Thursday 
calling for a global ban on 
female genital mutilation, 
a centuries-old practice 
stemming from the belief 
that circumcising girls 
controls women’s sexual¬ 
ity and enhances fertility 
It has also been linked 
to religious and cultural 
practices, although Mus¬ 
lim and Christian leaders 
have spoken out against 
it. Although not legally 
binding, General Assem¬ 
bly resolutions reflect 
international concerns 
and carry moral and polit¬ 
ical weight.

New planets 


Scientists say 
planet could 
support life 

Five new planets orbiting 
a sun very much like 
Earth’s own have been de¬ 
tected just 12 light-years 
away, an international 
team of astrophysicists 
reports. 

One of those planets 
sits in the “habitable 
zone” just far enough 
away from the star Tau 
Ceti to support water and 
thus life similar to Earth’s. 

Tau Ceti is a celestial 
neighbour in our Milky 
Way galaxy, visible just by 
loolcing up at the night 
sky. Scientists have long 
studied it but never before 
found evidence that it had 
planets circling it. 

“I am very confident 
that the signals are there,” 
lead author Miklco Tuomi 
of the University of Hert¬ 
fordshire told the Toronto 
Star.

Airline target of 
public protest to stop 
transporting animals 
used for research 


A Canadian regulator has 
ruled that Air Canada is with¬ 
in its rights to refuse to trans¬ 
port primates that are being 
used for research. 

A Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Agency tribunal issued 
its decision Thursday, dismiss¬ 
ing the complaints of health 
research groups arguing the 
airline should be required to 
carry the animals. 

It says that Air Canada’s 


restrictions are reasonable 
and aren’t discriminatoiy be¬ 
cause the carrier risks losing 
passengers who disagree with 
research using primates. 

The original complaint 
against the air carrier’s 
policy came from Steven Liss, 
vice-principal of research at 
Queen’s University, and the 
Public Health Agency of Can¬ 
ada. 

They argued the policy 
unfairly discriminates against 
them. 

However, Air Canada 
argued that it has received 
47,000 letters from the public 
protesting its transport of pri¬ 
mates being used for research, 
and some people threatened 
to stop travelling with the air-

line if it didn’t refuse to carry 
the research animals. 

The agency accepted in its 
decision that Air Canada had 
a legitimate concern of los¬ 
ing passengers that far out¬ 
weighed the possible loss of 
income they earn from trans¬ 
porting the primates.

Marineland. Inspectors 
set to take a look at 
animal graves 


Eight years later. Deering 
sisters win court case 
against Ontario city 


The provincial Environment 
Ministry is poised this week 
for a sweeping inspection of 
Marineland’s mass graves of 
animals — graves it had no idea 
existed because the park has no 
permits. 

The Niagara Falls tourist at¬ 
traction has dug pits for decades 
to dispose of its animals, using 
heavy machinery to cover them 
up, according to former staff¬ 
ers. There are four mass graves, 
two of them containing “more 
than 1,000 animals,” said Mar¬ 
ineland’s former land animal 
supervisor Jim Hammond. 

The graves contain the

corpses of whales, dolphins, 
sea lions, seals and walruses, 
as well as bears, bison, deer 
and other animals at the park, 
which opened in 1961 under its 
owner John Holer.

A high-profile court battle 
between Erica and Shannon 
Deering and the City of Osh- 
awa ended with a win for the 
quadriplegic sisters, eight 
years after the car accident 
that left them with catas¬ 
trophic spinal injuries. 

In a ruling released Thurs¬ 
day, the Supreme Court of 
Canada sided with a 2010 
trial judge decision. That rul¬ 
ing found Oshawa and Scugog 
two-thirds liable for the crash 
because of a lack of road 
markings and a failure to post 
speed limit signage on Coates 
Rd., a hilly, rural road that 


divides Scugog and Oshawa. 

The decision ends a year¬ 
long court saga — which has 
included appeals to both On¬ 
tario’s and Canada’s Supreme 
Courts — and establishes that 
municipalities have a duty to 
make country roads safe for 
drivers. 

While the details of their 
compensation are confiden¬ 
tial, the Port Perry sisters will 
be awarded enough money to 
be “cared for and have a good 
quality of life” for the rest of 
their lives, says their lawyer 
Roger Oatley.

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Supreme Court 
split on freedom 
to testify in a veil 


Balancing act. Ruling 
states each judge must 
weigh religious rights 
and right to a fair trial 


A sharply divided Supreme 
Court of Canada was not able 
to definitively rule Thursday 
whether a woman can wear a 
religious veil known as a niqab 
while testifying in court. 

In a rare 4-2-1 split decision, 
the Supreme Court ruled that a 
witness can cover their face in 
certain circumstances. 

The case pitted two protec¬ 
tions in the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms against each 
other — religious freedom ver¬ 
sus an accused person’s right to 
a fair trial. 

The practical effect of that 
decision was to pass the case 
back to an Ontario trial judge 
that had just begun a prelimin¬ 
ary hearing. 

In this case, a Muslim

woman sought to wear a niqab 
while testifying against two 
men she claims sexually as¬ 
saulted her as a child. 

The two men claim the 
charter allows them to con¬ 
front their accuser and observe 
her facial expressions as she 


testifies. Due to a publication 
ban, the woman can only be 
identified as N.S. 

Chief Justice Beverley Mc- 
Lachlin wrote for the majority 
and affirmed the two charter 
rights should receive the fullest 
possible expression. 

McLachlin spelled out a four- 
step analysis that the judge at 
N.S.’s preliminary hearing can 
now use to determine the issue. 
The ruling will also be a preced¬ 
ent in other cases. 

“The judge must assess all 
these factors and determine 
whether ... the salutary effects 
of requiring the witness to re¬ 
move the niqab outweigh the 
deleterious effects of doing so.” 

The ruling told trial judges 
to ask themselves three ques¬ 
tions: Would requiring the 
witness to remove the niqab 
interfere with her religious 
freedom? Would permitting 
the witness to wear it create a 
serious risk to trial fairness? Is 
there a way to accommodate 
both rights? the Canadian press

Four dead as snowstorm 
slams midwestem U.S.

WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange emerged for a rare pub¬ 
lic address Thursday, praising 
jailed U.S. soldier Bradley 
Manning in an address de¬ 
livered from the balcony of 
the Ecuadorean Embassy in 
London. 

Addressing supporters on 
a cold and wet English even¬ 
ing, the 41-year-old Australian 
looked fit and healthy despite 
half a year spent trapped in¬ 
side the small apartment he 
shares with diplomatic staff. 

He gave no hint that he 
would end the standoff, 
which has seen him spend 
six months as a fugitive from 
European justice, saying he 
was holed up at the embassy 
for fear of the U.S. investiga¬ 
tion into his activities. 

“While this immoral in¬ 
vestigation continues, and 
while the Australian govern¬ 
ment will not defend the 
journalism and publishing 
of WikiLeaks, I must remain 
here,” he said. 

While the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment has launched an 
investigation into WikiLeaks’ 
spectacular disclosures of U.S. 
secrets, Assange is currently 
wanted by police over allega¬ 



tions of sexual assault stem¬ 
ming from a trip to Sweden 
in mid-2010. 

Many WikiLeaks sup¬ 
porters have suggested that 
the allegations are a ploy to 
extradite Assange, first to 
Sweden and then to the U.S. 
The Swedish government 
and Assange’s alleged victims 
deny it. Assange listed a ser¬ 
ies of jailed figures, including 
Bahraini human rights activ¬ 
ist Nabeel Rajab and alleged 
Anonymous hacker Jeremy

Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission. Feds refusing to 
hand over documents: Lawyer 


The Canadian government 
cannot be allowed to renege 
on a legal deal with aborig¬ 
inal people simply because 
sticking to the terms would 
cost too much, an Ontario 
court heard Thursday. 

At issue, a lawyer for the 
Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission said, is the gov¬ 
ernment’s refusal to organize 
and turn over millions of rec¬ 
ords related to what he called 
“the highest level of human 
tragedy” — the Indian resi¬ 
dential school system. 

Those records, lawyer 
Julian Falconer told Justice 
Stephen Goudge, go to the 
commission’s core mandate 
of creating a comprehensive 
and lasting account of the 
shameful century of abuse. 

“One day the light switch 
went on that this was a really 
expensive obligation, so his¬ 
tory gets changed,” Falconer 
said. “It’s all about money.” 

The commission is asking 
the courts to clarify the gov¬ 
ernment’s obligations under 
the multibillion-dollar settle¬ 
ment reached in 2007 with 
victims of the Indian residen¬ 
tial school system.

While Ottawa has turned 
over about one million docu¬ 
ments to date, 23 of 24 gov¬ 
ernment departments have 
now refused to provide the 
materials and millions of rec¬ 
ords remain outstanding. 

“Pure and simple, that 
can’t be right,” Falconer 
told Ontario Superior Court.

Prosecutors in Tuscany have 
officially finished their probe 
of the Costa Concordia ship¬ 
wreck that killed 32 people 
off the Italian coast. 

Prosecutors deposited 
some 50,000 pages of evi¬ 
dence Thursday with court of¬ 
ficials. The evidence includes 
testimony, experts’ reports 
and a phone recording in 


which Italian coast guard offi¬ 
cials order the Italian captain 
of the ship to go back aboard 
the vessel, which rammed a 
reef off Giglio Island on Jan. 
13 and capsized. 

State TV quoted Chief 
Prosecutor Francesco 
Verusio as saying Capt. 
Francesco Schettino risks 20 
years in prison if convicted 
of manslaughter and aban¬ 
doning ship. 

In a few weeks, prosecu¬ 
tors are expected to request 
indictment of Schettino and 
seven others.

Here’s my cell number. Call 
me, maybe? Or maybe not. 
Cellphone users are doing less 
calling as they buy more smart¬ 
phones and use the device for 
texting, emailing, web surfing, 
mobile apps, social networking 
and watching videos. 

And it’s that surge in data 
use that Canada’s telecom com¬ 
panies — big and small — are 
banking on as the revenue driv¬ 
er of the future. 

“It’s no longer just your 
teenage kids. It’s everybody,” 
telecom analyst Brahm Eiley 
said. “They use their phone the 
way they would use their PC,” 
he added. 

Dan Maitland has an iPhone 
and hardly uses it for calls. 
“These are not just phones,” 
said Maitland, 39, who makes 
software that helps train pilots 
to be safer at flight simulator 
company CAE Inc. in Montreal. 

“They are small computers 
that have the ability to make a 
phone call.” 

Maitland said he uses his 
iPhone for such things as web 
searches, apps, accessing files 
for work and reading. And he 
is doing exactly what wireless 
providers expect and want him 
to do to help increase their data 
revenues in the years ahead.

utes used by consumers on 
cellphones isn’t increasing, said 
Eiley, co-founder of the Conver¬ 
gence Consulting Group in To¬ 
ronto. “Over the last two years, 
voice minutes have not seen 
any growth, whereas smart¬ 
phone penetration has almost 
doubled.” 

Faster wireless networks are 
also helping drive the increas¬ 
ing use of data by consumers, 
Eiley added. 

Rogers, Bell and Telus have 
been experiencing year-over- 
year growth in wireless data 
revenues with the rise of smart¬ 
phones. 

By the end of this year, Eiley 
said, data will make up roughly 
39 per cent of service revenue, 
which includes voice and data, 
for Canada’s major wireless 
providers.

Canadians may be among the 
world’s most prolific Internet 
users, but it seems all that time 
online hasn’t made us a nation 
of careful spellers. 

Many of us often type “fa- 
cebolc” into Google and rather 
than correcting the obvious 
mistake, let the search engine 
fix it. Monitoring Canadians’ 
search habits would reveal that 
many, many more consistently 
type in “faceboo,” “faeboolc” 
and “fcaeboolc” — but they 
know Google will get the point. 

Others can’t be bothered to 
tap out even eight characters 
and have learned that entering 
just “face” or “fb” will get them 
exactly the link they’re seeking. 

Is that lazy or efficient? 
Should we be thanking Goo¬ 
gle’s engineers for saving us 


a few seconds or lament that 
technology is dooming us to in¬ 
tellectual laziness? 

It seems hardly anyone can 
remember phone numbers 
anymore since we starting stor¬ 
ing them in our mobile phones. 

Outside of schools and some 
workplaces, the practice of put¬ 
ting pen to paper is becoming 
increasingly rare. To many, 
scribbling with a pen feels 
quaint in today’s digital age. 


Who needs maps and a 
sense of direction with GPS 
technology — which is now 
nearly ubiquitous on smart¬ 
phones and tablets — to guide 
the way? 

And now voice-recognition 
software is exploding in effi¬ 
ciency and popularity, raising 
the prospect that typing could 
eventually become another 
skill that’s made redundant by 
convenient, task-relieving tech-

Republicans in the U.S. House 
of Representatives, confronted 
with a revolt among the party’s 
rank and file, abandoned a 
vote Thursday night on pol¬ 
itically-charged but symbolic 


legislation aimed at averting a 
fast-approaching “fiscal cliff,” 
after failing to gather enough 
support for a measure meant 
to strengthen the party’s 
position ahead of final nego¬ 
tiations with President Barack 
Obama. 

The abrupt turn of events 
left precious little time for a 
divided government to prevent 
across-the-board tax increases 
and deep spending cuts from 
taking effect with the new 
year. Economists say the com¬ 
bination threatens a return to

House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner’s so-called Plan B legisla¬ 
tion was drafted unilaterally 
by Republicans who control 
the House and faced sure de¬ 
feat in the Democrat-held Sen¬ 
ate.

The White House, in a state¬ 
ment released a short while 
later, said the president’s 
“main priority is to ensure that 
taxes don’t go up on 98 per 
cent of Americans and 97 per 
cent of small businesses in just 
a few short days. The president 
will work with Congress to get 
this done and we are hopeful 
that we will be able to find a 
bipartisan solution quickly

Don’t get blinded 
by the lights

As Christmas decorations 
light up across the globe, 
take these precautions to 
avoid a holiday mishap. 

• Sparkle without the 
spark. Turn off the electri¬ 
city to the supply outlet be¬ 
fore working with outdoor 
wiring. Unplug light strings 
before replacing bulbs and 
check to ensure replace¬ 
ment bulbs match the 
voltage and wattage of the 
original. To avoid a shock 
from damaged wire, use 


insulated fasteners rather 
than metal nails or tacks to 
hold light strings in place. 

• Stay dry. Keep electrical 
connectors for outdoor 
lights above ground, out 
of water, and away from 
metal eavestroughs.

These can provide protec¬ 
tion from electric shock by 
sensing ground leakage and 
cutting electrical power. 

• Put your faith in the 
magic of the holidays 
but don’t fall for fakes. 
Avoid counterfeit electronic 
decorations that haven’t 
been certified for safe use. 
Look for the mark from an 
accredited certification or¬ 
ganization like CSA Group.

This is all too familiar 


Biting honesty. 

Judd Apatow's latest 
comedy pleases with 
its realistic take on life 
in middle age 


Richard: Mark, after writing 
that synopsis, I feel it neces¬ 
sary to remind eveiyone that 
this is a comedy, so mixed into 
this study of midlife disappoint¬ 
ment are some keenly honed 
and very funny observations. 
It’s a blend of heart and hu¬ 
mour, frequently in the same 
scene, and often in the same 
sentence. When Pete says to 
Debbie, “We’re like Simon and 
Garfimkle and you turned me 
into Garfimkle,” it’s a funny 
line, delivered well, but also 
a loaded one that places his 
unhappiness front and centre. 
It’s that kind of writing and 
performance that makes you 
laugh and cringe at the same 
time. What did you think? 

Mark: It’s Apatow’s best 
movie, but not necessarily his 


funniest. The comedy comes 
intermittently in between 
stretches of a married couple 
bickering, experiencing a fi¬ 
nancial meltdown, problems 
with their kids and their par¬ 
ents. Just like real life. But 
I’m not sure the veiy funny 
comedy bits redeem the rest 
of the movie’s grim and lacer¬ 
ating honesty. 

RC: I think Apatow is trying to 
get that James Brooks magical 
mix of funny and raw emo¬ 
tion. The ratio might be a bit 
off here, but his cast — Rudd 
and Mann — both bring con¬ 
siderable likeability and comic 
chops, but temper that with 
resentment and dissatisfaction. 
Mann is particularly good. A 
scene with a hockey player who 
doesn’t realize she is married is 
funny but framed with a kind 
of vulnerability that elevates 
Debbie from stock character to 
believable person. 

MB: I found this movie less 
sentimental than most of 
Brooks’ work, but the cast does 
make the bitter pill seem a bit 
sweeter. Not just Rudd and 


Mann, but the smaller parts 
— Albert Brooks and John Iith- 
gow as their respective fathers, 
Jason Segel as the insufferable 
personal trainer and Apatow’s 
own daughters as the couple’s 
siblings, all work wonders. And 
two comic set pieces late in the 
movie — when most directors 
would be sprinting to the fin¬ 
ish line — one with Charlene 
Yi, the other with Melissa Mc¬ 
Carthy — are comedy gold. 
Your favourite funny bit? 

RC: I loved everything to do 
with the Graham Parker story¬ 
line. As the retro rock act 
Rudd’s character is frying to 
promote, Parker — who was 
one of my 1970s real-life punk 
rock heroes — gamely allows 
himself to be the butt of a lot 
of jokes, including my favourite 
from Chris O’Dowd, who says, 
“It’s hard to watch a band when 
you know all of them were 
alive on D Day.” 

MB: Casting Parker was such 
an inspired choice! I hope 
that life will imitate art and 
people will get interested 
in his music again. But the

Jessica Chastain that should 
earn her a best actress Oscar.

an ounce of politicization. 

The Impossible 

This true-life tale of a European 
family separated during the 
2004 tsunami is incredibly ma¬ 
nipulative, but it is some of the 
most artful, effective manipu¬ 
lation ever committed to film, 
and for that it deserves respect. 
It’s a harrowing, unflinching 
look at the struggle for survival 
that puts viewers through the 
emotional wringer. 

Beasts of the Southern Wild 

A startling debut with a six- 
year-old unknown star (Quven- 
zhane Wallis) and a look and 
feel unlike anything seen be¬ 
fore, this charming and moving 
fable is a rare treasure, a visual 
poem with an equally enduring 
score co-written by director and 
co-writer Benh Zeitlin. 

Cabin in the Woods 

Joss Whedon had one of the 
year’s biggest hits with the 
Avengers — which nearly made 
this list as well — but his real 
triumph this year comes in co¬ 
writing this sharp and hilarious 
deconstruction of the horror 
movie genre. Once the movie’s 
real game is revealed, the film’s 
giddy energy is infectious. 

Rust and Bone 

Oscar-winner Marion Cotil- 
lard turns in another striking 
and poignant performance as 
a whale trainer who loses her 
legs during an accident at work 
and rediscovers the beauty of 
life with the help of a down- 
on-his-luclc bruiser of a single 
father (Matthais Schoenaerts). 


Lincoln 

Daniel Day-Lewis is of course 
the main attraction here, seam¬ 
lessly transforming himself 
into the 16th president, but 
he shares the screen with a 
dizzying array of fantastic sup¬ 
porting performances, the best 
of which was Tommy Lee Jones, 
Lee Pace and James Spader. 

Keep the Lights On 

Writer-director Ira Sachs mines 
his own romantic past with 
aching honesty to tell the stoiy 
of two men trying to love each 
other and ignore each other’s 
addictions for nearly a decade. 
It’s an unflinching portrayal of 
intimacy. 

Anna Karenina 

Director Joe Wright and actress 
Keira Knightley team up for

The Italian tenor who gave

At the age of 54, the Ital¬ 
ian tenor Andrea Bocelli 
reaps impressive numbers 
for an opera singer. On Jan. 
29, he releases Passione, in 
which he sings in six lan¬ 
guages. 

He spoke to Metro about 
the mix between popu¬ 
lar and classic music that 


made him famous across the 
world. 

Why have you decided to 
merge classical and popu¬ 
lar music? 

Actually, I try to split them 
up. 

Classical music and pop 
are two different universes, 
each with its own difficul¬ 
ties, peculiarities, depth and 
artistic dignity. 

Of course, in presenta¬ 
tions in arenas, I try to sing 
classical music to propagate 
it better. I do not really like 
the term crossover. I also 
have no need to label what 
I do. 

What are the sacrifices de¬ 
manded by your career? 

The most difficult in my 
profession has always been 
the separation of those who 
I love. 

In regards to that, I espe¬ 
cially think about my parents 
and how brave they were to 
teach me how to be brave by 


sending me to study far from 
home when I was still a boy 
so I could have a better life 
later. 

How do you preserve your 
voice? 

I never stop trying to per¬ 
fect the technique. 

This lesson I learned 
from my friend and great 
tenor Luciano Pavarotti. He 
taught me to sing effortlessly 
and give the best of myself 
— something essential, or 
otherwise there would be no 
more singing at my age. 

I follow a strict diet before 
tours and opera seasons, 
having an almost monastic 
life, forgetting wine, coffee, 
pasta and other important 
joys of life. 

The opera singer in 
general is a gourmand and 
refuses to be limited — and 
I’m no exception. But one 
problem is the reflux, almost 
a “working disease” of sing¬ 
ers, which requires me to be 
more careful at the table.

radio channel are going to sit 
down over lunch and decide 
who’s the next star.

I don’t think that there are 
more talented people around 
now but there are more op¬ 
portunities for them to expose 
their ability.

A social song. 

Beck harkens back to 
a time when music 
bonded the masses 


Beck Hansen wants you to 
think about the way music 
has changed over the last 
century, and what that means 
about how human beings en¬ 
gage each other these days. 

Labouring over the intri¬ 
cate and ornate details of his 
new Song Reader sheet music 
project, he was struck by how 
social music used to be — 
something we’ve lost in the 
age of ear buds. 

“You watch an old film 
and see how people would 
dance together in the ’20s, 
’30s and ’40s. You’d go out 
and people would switch 


partners and it was a way of 
social interaction,” Hansen 
said. “It’s something that was 
part of what brought people 
together. Playing music in 
the home is another aspect 
of that that’s been lost. Again, 
I’m not on a campaign to get 
people to take up songs and 
play music in their home or 
anything. But it is interesting 
to me, the loss of that, what 
it means.” 

Beck hopes the Song Read¬ 
er inspires some of us to pick 
up instruments and limber 
our vocal cords. It includes 
20 songs annotated on sheet 
music that’s been decorated 
in the style popular in the 
early 20th century when the 
songwriting industry was a 
thriving enterprise with bil¬ 
lions of songs sold. 

The 42-year-old singer 


notes in the book’s preface 
that Bing Crosby’s Sweet 
Leilani sold an estimated 54 
million copies in 1937, mean¬ 
ing about 40 per cent or more 
of the U.S. population was en¬ 
gaged in learning how to play 
that song. They were touch¬ 
ing it directly, speeding it up, 
slowing it down, changing 
the lyrics and creating some¬ 
thing new. 

“There’s popular bands 
now that people know the 
words to their songs and can 
sing along, but there’s some¬ 


thing about playing a song for 
yourself or for your friends 
and family that allows you to 
inhabit the song and by some 
sort of osmosis it becomes 
part of who you are in a way,” 
he said. “So when I think of 
my great-grandparents’ gen¬ 
erations, music defined their 
lives in a different way than it 
does now.” 

Beck proposed the idea to 
McSweeney’s Dave Eggers in 
2004 and it soon blossomed 
into something more ambi¬ 
tious as the artist wrapped his

mind around the challenge of 
not just writing a song, but 
presenting it in a classic way 


that also engages fans who 
might not be able to read 
music or play their own in¬ 
struments. 

They quickly agreed it 
would make no money, but 
it seemed like an idea worth 
exploring. 

“And it seemed like only 
Beck would have thought of 
it,” Eggers said in an email 
to the Associated Press. “It’s 
a very generous project, in 
that he wrote a bunch of 
songs and just gives them to 
the world to interpret. That’s 
a very expansive kind of gen¬ 
erosity and inclusiveness that 
we’re happy to be part of. On 
a formal level, we love pro¬ 
jects like this, that are un¬ 
precedented, and that result 
in a beautiful object full of 
great art and great writing. 
And it all started with Beck. 
It’s a testament to his ground¬ 
breaking approach to every¬ 
thing he does.” 

Beck hopes fans will rec¬ 
ord their own versions and 
upload them to the Internet 
so those songs grow into 
something more universal. 

As for his own recorded 
music, that’s a little more 
complicated. 

Beck’s not sure where he’s 
headed at the moment. He 
recorded an album in 2008, 
but set it aside to work with 
Charlotte Gainsbourg on IRM, 
which he wrote and produced. 
He’s also been writing songs 
for soundtracks and special 
projects and producing art¬ 
ists like Thurston Moore, Ste¬ 
phen Malkmus and Dwight 
Yoalcam. All that has left him 
feeling creatively satisfied, 
but he does acknowledge 
it’s been a while since he re¬ 
leased 2008’s Danger Mouse- 
produced Modern Guilt. 

He says in many ways he’s 
reached a crossroads he’s not 
yet sure how to navigate. 

“This last year I’ve been 
thinking about whether I’d 
finish those songs (from 
2008), whether they’re rel¬ 
evant or worthy of releasing. I 
know that doesn’t sound very 
definitive,” he said, laughing, 
“but that’s the kind of place 
I’m in — in this kind of limbo 
— and, um, yeah.”

Smashing Pumpkins 
to smashing heads. 

Billy Corgan finding 
success as wrestling 
promoter 


Billy Corgan had a night off 
from the latest Smashing 
Pumpkins tour and a night out 
with The Blue Meanie. 


No, that’s not the next up- 
and-coming band with a colour¬ 
ful name, along the lines of the 
White Stripes or the Black Keys. 

The Blue Meanie is a pro¬ 
fessional wrestler — yes, hair 
and beard dyed cobalt blue to 
match his worn T-shirt — and 
Corgan was his tag-team part¬ 
ner for a Friday night road trip 
to an independent wrestling 
show in New Jersey. 

His next Smashing Pump¬ 
kins concert was a night away, 


and Corgan wasn’t going to 
miss it. 

The musician-songwriter 
is more than just another ce¬ 
lebrity immersed in wrestling 
as some sort of quirky promo¬ 
tional stunt. Corgan’s child¬ 
hood fandom of the high-flying 
moves and outlandish story 
lines morphed into a serious 
passion for the craft and real- 
life drama that goes with it. 

For the past year, the Smash¬ 
ing Pumpkins’ frontman has 


worked as the behind-the- 
scenes brainchild for the Resist¬ 
ance Pro Wrestling promotion 
out of Illinois. He teamed with 
R-Pro owners, brothers Gabe 
and Jacques Baron, to raise the 
diminished expectations that 
usually come with a typical 
weekend indie show and make 
the company a smashing suc¬ 
cess over the first 10 cards. 

Stretched out in a Philadel¬ 
phia hotel room, Corgan ex¬ 
plained he’s in the wrestling 


business for the long haul. 

“I like that it makes people 
uncomfortable,” Corgan said. “I 
like that it’s not an easy thing 
to explain. I like when it’s great, 
it’s amazing; when it’s bad, it’s 
really, really bad.” 

Corgan’s music career has 
pretty much been all great 
since he founded the seminal 
1990s alternative-rock band 
that keeps churning out ac¬ 
claimed records, like their 
latest, Oceania, even as they en-

The Second World War 
brought Canadian women 
out of the home and into the 
workforce. Thousands were 
employed in an Ontario mu¬ 
nitions factory, helping in 
the war effort, earning their 
own pay cheques and stand¬ 
ing on their own two feet as 
their men fought overseas. 
Bomb Girls, starting season 
two Jan. 4 ET/PT at 8 p.m., 
continues as they navigate 
life at Victory Munitions 
and on the home front. 
Meg Tilly plays Lorna the 
floor supervisor: 

Lorna’s a great leader. She’s 
stoic, efficient and level 
headed. But her home life 


is unstable. 

That’s what I love about her. 
Everybody has light and 
dark and joys and sorrows 
and they’re all intermingled. 
There is no good one or bad 
one. We finished season one 
with her pregnant and preg¬ 
nant women aren’t allowed 
to work on the line. Lorna 
has always been a by-the- 
rules person and the whole 
situation changes her. In 
season two, because of this, 
she’s not so rigid. She’s 
broken several rules. She 
did things that were wrong 
if you’re going to go black 
and white. I think she’s got 
more compassion and sees 
more shades of grey. That’s 
a shift. 

How did the work change 
women? 

It contributed to the fem¬ 
inist movement. All these 
capable women who were 
underutilized found them¬ 
selves out there doing use¬ 
ful things. Usually women 
would be born in a town, be 
raised in the town, marry 
and die in the town. And 
all of a sudden women 
made decisions. They came 
from all over the coun¬ 
try to work in the plant. 
It’s really important to show 


the change that happened 
with women. Everything 
changed, that’s what (The 
Second World War) was to 
us. The focus is usually on 
the sacrifices of the men, but 
now we see the women and 
how they changed our coun¬ 
try and how they effected 
change. And now I see that 
time so differently. I think 
back to my grandparents. I 
wish they were alive now so 
I could talk to them about 
what their experiences were 
like. People are lucky if they 
still have people alive who 
can talk about it. It wasn’t 
that long ago. 

What happened to the 
women after the war? 

That was a shock. Those 
were the dark years, some 
of them call it. All of a sud¬ 
den it was over. And the 
men came home and it 
was changed. And every¬ 
one’s trying to pretend 
it was exactly the way it 
was before the war and it 
wasn’t. Everyone was deal¬ 
ing with this huge shift and 
women lost loved ones, fath¬ 
ers, brothers, lovers, hus¬ 
bands and they’re dealing 
with other loss, loss of iden¬ 
tity and self. They worked 
and grew and bloomed and 


felt useful for something 
other than baby rearing and 
cleaning the house, and then 
suddenly they had to ask for 
permission to buy a hat. I 
remember seeing interviews 
from this one woman. She 
said it only takes so long 
to clean the house. You’re 
working hard, and then it’s 
gone. And the woman said, 
“Until I had my baby, those 
were the dark years.” 

Bomb Girls is topical, with 
references to events in 
Oshawa or the possibility 
of Nazi planes flying over 
Canada. 

I didn’t know how close we 
came to ... I didn’t know. 
The storylines are amazing. 
I read (Second World War) 
tweets every day — 3,000 
killed in bombing in Eng¬ 
land and you see photos 
of the streets and think, 
“Wow, how is it possible?” I 
didn’t realize the extent of 
what happened. You read 
Hitler meets with so and 
so. Hitler says he’s not in¬ 
vading anyone, and then he 
invades. 

There were Nazi prison 
camps in Canada? 

I know. I didn’t know that. 
And that’s in the show.

Interview. Downton 
Abbey's cook weighs in 
on life on set and gives 
us a taste of how things 
may pan out for the 
Crawley family and their 
minions in the third 
season

In 2010, a British-American 
period TV drama called 
Downton Abbey took the 
world by storm. Three sea¬ 
sons later, fans still eagerly 
tune in to watch the latest 
goings-on in the lives of the 
aristocratic Crawley family 
and their servants, all of 
whom live together in the 
fictional Yorkshire country 
estate of Downton Abbey. 

Keeping everyone well- 
fed is Downton’s cook, Mrs. 
Beryl Patmore, played by 
the lovely and talented Les¬ 
ley Nicol. Although it was 
two years ago, she will not 
soon forget her first time 


stepping foot into Downton 
as Mrs. Patmore. 

“I should explain that 
all my scenes are shot at 
Ealing Film Studios in 
London,” says Nicol. “The 
kitchen, the servants’ quar¬ 
ters and hall, and the cor¬ 
ridors are all sets at Ealing, 
and then an hour away is 
Highclere Castle (which 
plays as Downton Abbey). 
They shoot all the up¬ 
stairs scenes there, and 
because Mrs. Patmore, 
for legitimate reasons, 
doesn’t stray far from her 
kitchen, I rarely get to 
Highclere. 

“So for me to film a 
scene in the library with 
Hugh Bonneville (the Earl of 
Grantham) was quite extra¬ 
ordinary, not only because 
it’s such an amazing room 
and building, but also to 
watch my character go from 
the safety of her kitchen to 
be with her boss, who she 
hardly knows and is scared 
of. That was very memor¬ 
able for me and great fun, 
too.” 

A skilled cook who 
knows her away around 
a kitchen, Mrs. Patmore 
can sometimes be a bit 


bossy, especially with the 
younger staff. She means 
well, though, and Nicol has 
been able to show viewers 
that along with other facets 
of her character. 

“What’s brilliant about 
(series creator/executive 
producer/writer) Jul¬ 

ian Fellowes is that he 
gives you one aspect of a 
character, and then be¬ 
cause of circumstances 
you see another side,” says 
the actress. “So when, 
for instance, we find 
out about Mrs. Patmore’s 
nephew, who was appar¬ 
ently shot for cowardice (in 
the military), that opens up 
a whole other seam of her 
life and reveals a very vul¬ 
nerable woman. 

“Although I can’t speak 
in detail, I can say that in 
season three, you’ll see 
much more of Mrs. Patmore 
and Mrs. Hughes (Phyllis Lo¬ 
gan) banding together rather 
than opposed to each 
other, which was also 
wonderful to investigate.”

These cookies have a chocolate 
intensity that balances with 
their buttery richness, and 
when piped onto a baking tray, 
they look like chocolate kisses.

• 1 cup (250 ml) unsalted butter,

• 1 cup (250 ml) icing sugar,

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) vanilla extract 

• 1 1/2 cups (375 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

• 1/3 cup (80 ml) Dutch process 
cocoa powder, sifted 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) cornstarch 

• 1/2 tsp (2 ml salt) 

1. Preheat the oven to 325 F (160 
C) and line 2 baking trays with 
parchment paper. 


2. Cream the butter and icing 
sugar together until smooth. 

Beat in the vanilla extract. 

3. Add the flour, cocoa, corn¬ 
starch, and salt, and beat until 
evenly incorporated.

My mom and I book a day 
each year to bake our family 
recipes as well as make per- 
ogies. 

Then we go out for dinner 
to toast our accomplishment

any more dishes! 

Fruitcake always gets a 
bad rap. Where do people 
go wrong with it? 

I think people don’t think 
you can alter the fruit and 
nut combination, but you 
have a great deal of flex¬ 
ibility. 

So long as the total meas¬ 
urement of fruit and nuts is 
the same, feel free to switch 
out the candied peel for dried 
cherries or cranberries, or re¬ 
place the prunes with figs! 



Any tips to ensure a sturdy 
gingerbread house that will 
stand the test of time and 
also small hands picking 
candy off of it? 

For a gingerbread house that 
needs to remain intact for 
more than a week, then it 
really shouldn’t be made to 
be eaten. In this case, use 
vegetable shortening instead 
of butter in the cookie dough. 
For an icing that holds up well, 
use a recipe that calls for mer¬ 
ingue powder. It sets up firmly 
but it’s also easy to work with 
when soft.

• 1 tsp baking powder 

• V 2 tsp ground nutmeg 

• 2 tbsp icing sugar 

Instructions: 

1 Crust: Preheat the oven 
to 350 F (180 C). Combine 
the flour, butter, sugar and 
salt in a food processor; pulse 
until crumbly. Firmly press 
the dough into a 9x13-inch 
baking pan lined with foil. 
Bake for 25 minutes or until 
pale golden around the edges. 

2 Filling: Meanwhile, 

whisk the egg yolks 
with the sugar and flour 
until a veiy thick paste 
forms.

He’ll open his eyes in a Rus¬ 
sian hotel room next to a team¬ 
mate who, like him, is spend¬ 
ing the holidays thousands of 
miles from the family gather¬ 
ings and traditions he’s come 
to love. 

Still, there is no place 


MacKinnon would rather be 
this holiday season. That’s be¬ 
cause the 17-year-old Cole Har¬ 
bour, N.S., standout with the 
Halifax Mooseheads is fulfilling 
a dream — one shared by most 
teenagers who lace up their 
skates — to play for Canada at 
the world junior hockey cham¬ 
pionships. 

“It’s different, but I’m do¬ 
ing something that I love. I’m 
having a lot of fun,” he said 
Thursday by phone after play¬ 
ing in Canada’s first exhibition 


game, a 3-2 loss to Finland. “It 
would be nice to be home for 
Christmas, but this is an excel¬ 
lent thing.” 

MacKinnon, who doesn’t 
turn 18 until September, is 
the youngest member of Team 
Canada, but goes into the tour¬ 
nament with plenty of expecta¬ 
tions. 

A potential first overall 
pick in next year’s NHL draft, 
MacKinnon will be looked 
upon to play an important role 
among 18- and 19-year-olds. 


Whatever that role turns 
out to be, MacKinnon is ready 
to accept it. With the Moose- 
heads, he’s on the No. 1 line 
and getting plenty of power- 
play time. With Team Canada, 
he could be used as a 13th for¬ 
ward and get the odd shift on 
special teams. 

“I want to help the team and 
I want to be an impact player,” 
said MacKinnon, who sits third 
in Quebec Major Junior Hockey 
League scoring with 22 goals 
and 30 assists in 30 games.

Spumed welterweight contend¬ 
er Johny “Bigg Rigg” Hendricks 
says UFC champion Georges St- 
Pierre is avoiding him because 
of his knockout power. 

Hendricks (14-1) has won 
five straight to punch his way 
to the front of the 170-pound 
contenders’ line. But he finds 
himself having to wait his turn 
as St-Pierre focuses first on Nick 
Diaz, and then possibly Ander¬ 
son Silva. 

“The first thing that went 
through my mind is that if I 
didn’t show the power that I 
did, would I have got that (GSP) 
fight?” Hendricks said Thurs¬ 
day. 

“My striking power is some¬ 


thing he’s worried about,” he 
added. “We saw it in the (Car¬ 
los) Condit fight, we’ve seen it 
before. Whenever he gets hit, 
whenever he gets rocked, he 
doesn’t like it.” 

Hendricks, a former NCAA 
all-American wrestler with 
heavy hands, said he was in¬ 
itially livid at the news he was 
being passed over. 

“I’ve sort of calmed down 
from that first initial shock,” 
he said. 

Having requested a date 
with Diaz, GSP gets his wish 
March 16 in the main event of 
UFC 158 in Montreal.

Diaz (26-8), sidelined by a 
dmg suspension for marijuana, 
has not fought since losing the 
interim title bout to Condit in 
February during GSP’s injury 
absence. 

White said St-Pierre (23-2) 
had requested the Diaz fight, 
calling it unfinished business.
